EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
Griffin et al (US 2002/0149567 A1), Finke-Anlauff (6,580,932), Shkolnikov (6,947,028), 
Shkolnikov (7,002, 553) fail to teach an apparatus comprising the control wheel 
causing a graphic element on the display to move in a first direction bv a first 
predefined amount when rotated in a first direction and causing the graphic 
element to move in a second direction bv the first predefined amount when 
rotated in a second direction: a first input button communicatively coupl ed to the 
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data processing device and positioned directly adjacent to the control wheel in 
the first direction: and a second input button communicatively coupled to the 
data processing device and positioned directly adjacent to the control wheel in 
the second direction, wherein the first input button causes the graphic element to 
move in the first direction by a second predefined amount when selected and 
wherein the second input button causes the graphic element to move in the 
second direction bv a second predefined amount when selected as claimed in 
Claim 1.
